G-eneral  Review 


The  common  infectious  diseases  of  children  included  8  cases  of 
measles  and  16  cases  each  of  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever.  There 
were  3  cases  of  dysentry. 


Tuberculosis 


During  the  year  five  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 
There  was  one  death. 

There  were  23  respiratory  and  10  non-re spiratory  cases  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  compared  with  20  and  10  cases 
respectively  at  the  end  of  1951. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

During  the  year  34-  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  were 
immunised  against  Diphtheria,  whilst  a  further  33  children  of  school- 
age  received  injections  to  maintain  their  immunity.
